REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


We hereby submit our annual report to the citizens of Lisbon. 


In 1991 several important projects were accomplished in our community. These projects 
included the reconstruction of the Bath Road from the foot bridge to the landfill, the beginning 
phase of our new recycling center, the certification of our newest police officer and the 
remodeling of our Town offices to name a few. 


On the darker side, 1991 was another dismal year for uncollected taxes. Approx. $640,000 
remain unpaid, along with a substantial amount of water and sewer fees. This situation continues 
to plague the operation of our Town in funding our budget on a day to day basis. It also 
creates problems meeting our payment schedule to the school district during certain times 
of the year. 


We now have a clear picture that our waste treatment facility will require an estimated 
$1,000,000 to upgrade the system now 17 years old. This may require a special bond vote 
in the next 12 months. 


Our road repair schedule was revised again this year and we can expect to spend 
approximately $200,000 over the next three to four years on just a few roads that require 
reconstruction. 


Finally, we urge all taxpayers to work with us in the collection of property taxes and water 
and sewer fees that are past due. Our tax collector is prepared to accept any payment small 
or large on a daily, weekly or monthly basis. Your obligations to your Town must be a priority 
in 1992.

WATER DEPARTMENT 


1991 was a difficult year for the Water Department with two “boil water” orders from 
the State Department of Environmental Services, coping with the various complex rules and 
regulations attendant on the drilling of our second well and installing meters and back-flow 
prevention devices throughout our system. 


Year’s end, however, finds well, backflow prevention and water meter installation 
approaching completion and your Department reasonably organized for some of the “Clean 
Water Act” problems lying ahead. 


Our Engineers, Provan & Lorber, have prepared a complete hydraulic survey of the Lisbon 
Water system, New Hampshire DES has reviewed the system and made recommendations 
and, with the full support of Lisbon Selectmen and Carolyn W. Sibner (Northeast Rural 
Community Assistance Program of the Rural Housing Improvement, Inc.) we are well on 
our way to 


® mapping the water system 

e developing “water ordinances” for the Lisbon Water Department 

® organizing an action plan with “priorities”. These plans include such 
things as replacement of undersized lines, upgrading hydrant quality 
and hookup, “housekeeping” measures, correction of low pressure areas 
in the system, etc. 

e aiding in implementation of our system upgrading by starting to set up a 
capital reserve account which will minimize our dependence on 
continued borrowing for capital improvements. 


While we have located and/or corrected many of the major system water losses, our action 
plans include systematic correction of weaknesses. 


We are most appreciative of the many people who have supported our actions during the 
year including the Selectmen, Maurice Cuthbertson, Charlotte Derosia, Cindy Derosia, Joanne 
Slawski of DES, William Konrad of FMHA, Lisbon voters who approved the additional $60,000 
Bond, and, of course the water users for their patience and understanding. 


Collections for water rents have fallen off quite badly. While we recognize that times are 
difficult we urge special attention to prompt payment - under law we must be self-sufficient 
and if rents are not paid in a timely manner, water rates must go up. 


During the year Commissioner Mark Dube resigned.

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LISBON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


It was an unusually quiet year for us. Details of calls are shown at the end of this report. 


All but two of our members have now attained Certified Firefighter Level I as three more 
of our men completed over one hundred hours and passed exams. The other members attended 
at least one State Fire School, and almost every member completed the eight department 
training sessions that we held during 1991. 


Our only big fund raiser this year was the Lilac Time raffle, and we certainly appreciate 
the public support of this activity. The Fire Apparatus Parade was the best one yet, and 
we hope that Lilac Time X will be even better. 


National Fire prevention Week was observed again with a program at the Lisbon Regional 
School by members of our department. 


The need to update our equipment remains a very important issue. Defeats of the last two 
requests for equipment have resulted in a situation where very large expenditures will become 
necessary. The inadequacies of our fire station are obvious, and recommendations from the 
Board of Underwriters will have to be dealt with. 


One of the biggest reasons the Lisbon Fire Department is able to respond so promptly is 
because some of our businesses allow their personnel to leave work when calls come. It would 
be impossible to have enough firefighters to handle daytime emergencies without their 
cooperation.

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1991 FIRE DEPARTMENT ACTIVITY SUMMARY 
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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service as well 
as local fire departments due to our increase in the number of fires. Our three major causes 
of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and smoking materials. 450 wildland fires in New 
Hampshire burned approximately 150 acres for an average fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing these fires. Keeping 
the average fire size this small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, our fire tower lookout 
system and the quick response of our trained local fire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens that 
are responsible for directing suppression action on wildland fires, working with other fire 
department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest Fire Service to make sure that 
all fire department members are properly trained and equipped for suppressing wildland 
fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Wardens receive specialized training each year, 
presented by the N.H. Forest Fire Service, to keep their skill level and knowledge of forest 
fire laws up to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible for issuing burning 
permits for any open burning that is to be done in their community. In New Hampshire, 
any open burning, except when the ground is completely covered with snow, requires a written 
fire permit prior to lighting the fire. Before doing any open burning, it is recommended that 
you contact your local fire department to see if a permit is required and to Save your community 
the cost of sending fire equipment on a false alarm. Any person violating the permit law 
(RSA 224:27) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire permit before kindling 


a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day to burn and help keep New Hampshire 
green! Thank you for being fire safe.

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PLANNING BOARD AND BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


In 1991, the Lisbon Planning Board considered the following: 


(2) 2-lot subdivisions (all approved) 
(3) boundary line adjustments (all approved) 


The Lisbon Zoning Board of Adjustment considered the following: 


(1) variance to raise calves in zone D (denied) 
(1) special exception for apartments (approved) 
(1) variance for laundromat/apartment (approved) 


The first phase of a three phase effort to update the town’s Master Plan was completed 
by the firm of Lobdell Associates of Landaff. This phase, which has been adopted by the 
Planning Board, includes sections dealing with the setting, the natural resources and the land 
use associated with the town of Lisbon. A copy of this plan is on file at the town offices. 


During 1992 we hope to be able to continue with Phase II of the Master Plan. This section 
of the plan deals with historic resources, population, housing, economics, transportation and 
utilities. With the upcoming’ decision on whether 302 will bypass Lisbon, this is an ideal time 
for the town to be studying these issues. 


Both Boards are in need of members willing to devote some time to filling the needs of 
our community. All meetings, minutes and other records of the Boards are open to the public. 
The Planning Board meets on the third Wednesday evening of each month at the Town Hall 
unless otherwise noticed in the newspaper.

NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
Annual Report 


North Country Council is the Regional Planning Commission for 51 towns in northern New 
Hampshire. It was established almost 20 years ago by the legislature to respond to communities’ 
needs for local and regional planning and development programs. As a membership 
organization, the Council is supported by local community dues which are used to match state 
and federal funding sources. 


Assistance available to member towns includes municipal planning, regional planning, 
transportation planning, business and industrial planning/development, landscape architecture, 
solid waste planning, resource management, GIS mapping and public education. The Council 
provides this professional assistance to Planning Boards, Boards of Selectmen, Zoning Boards 
of Adjustment, Conservation Commissions, Solid Waste Districts, Local Development 
Corporations, Non-Profit Community Organizations, Chambers of Commerce, Educational 
Institutions and Social Service Organizations and Agencies in our member towns. 


In LISBON, the Council completed and submitted a solid waste management plan for the 
Lisbon-Lyman-Landaff Solid Waste District and has been working with local officials on local 
business development-downtown reinvestment programs. NCC staff also prepared a successful 
$10,000 grant application to the Governor’s Recycling Office which helped fund the construction 
of the district recycling center. 


Throughout 1991 North Country Council continued its commitment to local and regional 
planning assistance. The year also saw the Council rededicate its economic development program 
to address the worsening North Country economy, its solid waste program to aggressively 
reduce the volume of solid waste generated in the region, and its land use program to address 
the problems confronting the Northern Forest. 


In the ensuing year the Council will continue its present course and work program with 
an intense commitment to local technical assistance, development of local leadership and ability, 
and the provision of membership services to support community and regional needs. 


Persons interested in regional issues as discussed in this report are urged to contact their 
selectmen for appointment as Council representatives or committee members. 
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TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY ACTION 


Our Outreach Coordinator, Sara Magrauth, at the Woodsville Outreach Center has salary 
and office expenses paid for three (3) months of the year by the Fuel Assistance Program 
Grant that we receive. The funds to keep the local Outreach office open the nine (9) months 
of the year come from your town and those of your neighbors and some of the Community 
Services Block Grant funds received. 


Because of the reduction in federal funds received for our Outreach Program, we are asking 
for your continued financial assistance with a modest increase. We are able to keep our request 
for funds from the towns modest, at this time, as a result of a small grant from the State 
of New Hampshire to assist homeless persons/families throughout the northern three counties. 


In summary, this past year the Woodsville Outreach Center has served 37 households 
consisting of 85 people for the town of Lisbon plus providing them with 68 client service 
units. In addition, we have provided area families with approximately $24,546.02 in direct 
services or products and Haverhill families with $36,910.66 in fuel assistance.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 
Lisbon, Lyman & Landaff Solid Waste District 


1991 saw significant progress within our district towards the establishment of a full recycling 
program. This has been achieved through the support and commitment of the Lisbon Board 
of Selectmen and with the donation of a great deal of time and effort by volunteers from 
all three towns. 


The year started out with a promotional campaign to support a recycling vote at the Lisbon 
town meeting. This involved a poster competition at local schools (130 entries) and a Recycling 
Fair on Lisbon Main Street with displays and competitions, both attracting some good local 
media publicity. That month Lisbon voted $12,000.00 to start building a recycling facility. 


In early summer the committee wrote a presentation to the Governor’s Recycling Program 
detailing recycling activities in the area, our future plans and budget. The submission was 
successful, winning a state grant of $10,000.00 for the district. 


By the fall, with these funds available, ground was broken and the concrete foundations 
poured for the new building located on the access road to the burn pit. From then on, each 
weekend, rain, snow or shine, a group of volunteer carpenters, helpers and cooks worked on 
the construction of the 94’ X 30’ facility. This includes covered bays for the collection of 
recyclables, a heated building for baling and an office. The access and egress roads have 
been laid down and will eventually serve both the new building and the land fill. 


David Carbonneau has been hired by Lisbon to manage the operations of the solid waste 
district and the recycling program. At this time he continues work on the building in preparation 
to accept glass, tin cans and plastics in addition to the cardboard, newsprint and aluminum 
cans collected throughout the year. The baler has been serviced and installed in the new building. 


1992 should see a much expanded recycling capability in place and the opportunity fer 
our communities to make a success of the program.

1991 Director’s Report 


This has been a year of clearly “holding the line”. There have been increasing demands 
on our services; yet, we are unable to expand to address these needs. We have developed waiting 
lists, looked at alternative ways of providing service, and increased our aggressive pursuit 
of billing. 


Mental Health Services - We operate one full-time and three part-time offices. The full-time 
office is located in Littleton at 16 Maple Street. The part-time offices are located in Woodsville 
at White Mountain Mental Health and Developmental Services - Woodsville, at the junction 
of Route 10 and Swiftwater Road; in Lincoln at the Lin- Wood Medical Center; and in Lancaster 
at Weeks Memorial Hospital. 


Last year, we provided over 8,000 hours of service. 


e 891 emergency visits. 
e Our Partial Hospitalization Program is full with the opening of our group home. 
e Vocational training and transitional services are also available despite the economy. 


We offer a comprehensive array of services including: 24-hour emergency, drug and alcohol, 
case management, inpatient, and partial hospitalization. 


Developmental Services 


e Early Intervention - Home-based service for 0-3 year old children who are delayed in their 
development. Services include: screening, assessment, treatment, and referral. We continue 
to provide clinics throughout our region to increase our ability to serve more children. Annually, 
we average service to sixty families. 


e Habilitation Services - Provides instruction to our most severely impaired adult population. 
The program works in conjunction with their residential programming as well as providing 
training and instruction in self care skills, pre-vocational skills, paid work, and other therapeutic 
services such as speech therapy and physical therapy. This program has been primarily used 
by former Laconia State School residents; however, we have had community clients who have 
been referred by the local school systems. Last year, we served twenty-one (21) clients in two 
locations (Littleton and Woodsville). 


e Supported Employment - Provides training, instruction, and work adjustment for mentally 
ill and mentally retarded individuals. Paid work opportunities for the individuals can take 
place either in the community or in the workshop itself. Last year, we operated twelve job 
sites directly in the community. We have also completed over twenty individual job placements. 


We are grateful for your past support of our programs and look forward to continuing to 
serve you in the future.

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NORTH COUNTRY HOME HEALTH AGENCY, INC. 


The North Country Home Health Agency, Inc., is a not-for-profit community service agency 
providing home care and health promotion services to residents of twenty-one North Country 
communities. 1991 marked the Agency’s twentieth year of existence and another year of quality 
service provision and growth. In 1991, Agency personnel provided 15,781 home care visits 
while caring for 536 clients. This represents a 21% increase in home care visits over 1990 
and a 49% increase since 1989. Many factors have contributed to the need for and the increased 
use of home health care programs. As a matter of cost containment inpatient lengths of stay 
have decreased. This has meant that clients are returning home in need of more frequent 
and more intensive home care. Our elderly population is growing and many of these elderly 
need assistance and supervision to remain safely at home. 


During 1991, the Agency also provided over 50 community health clinics. More than 1200 
individuals took advantage of the services provided such as influenza immunization and health 
screenings. 


The Agency continues to work to attract State and Federal funding for local programs 
and services in order to meet the increasing demand. In 1991, $283,000 in such funding was 
used to provide direct home care services to residents in the North Country. In the town of 
Lisbon services provided were as follows: 


363 Nursing Visits 
1186 Home Health Aide Visits 
184 Homemaker Visits 
74 Physical Therapy Visits 
20 Speech Therapy Visits 
17 Volunteer Social Service Visits 
44 Parent Aide Visits 
1732 Adult-In-Home Care Hours

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 


In a continuing effort to communicate more directly with Grafton County citizens, we take 
great pleasure in submitting the following report for your information. 


During the past year, the County Nursing Home has continued to provide excellent care 
for approximately 120 elderly and infirm residents while complying with the increased demands 
of new federal regulations. In November we opened a unit designed to meet the needs of 
patients with Alzheimer’s disease and similar afflictions, which has been very well received 
by residents, families, and staff. 


Inmates in the House of Corrections have benefited from the Thresholds/Decision-making 
program, taught by volunteers who help their clients prepare for more productive lives in 
jail and on the outside. A grant from the Attorney General’s Office has also provided us with 
a substance abuse counselor for the jail. 


New projects were also initiated at the County Farm. The piggery was reinstituted (20 
piglets were born to 3 sows in October), and a lilac nursery was added through the State 
Lilac Commission (lilacs will be ready for distribution to public agencies in the spring). The 
farm also planted extra potatoes for contribution to local food pantries throughout the county, 
a project we plan to continue in future years. 


Since September the Commissioners have worked with the Sheriff, Assistant Sheriff and 
members of the County Legislative Delegation to review the County Dispatch Center and revise 
the fees charged for telephone answering and radio dispatching services. Discounts were 
eliminated for 1992 and fees based on actual use are planned beginning in 1993. Copies of 
the Study Committee’s report are available at the Commissioners’ Office. 


For the second year in a row we were able to reduce county taxes while maintaining necessary 
county services. The Commissioners intend to continue to hold the line on expenses, but do 
expect a modest tax increase next year due to the elimination of surpluses generated by 
unanticipated increases in nursing home revenues. 


This past year the County distributed over $78,000 in state Incentive Funds to local agencies 
to prevent out-of-home placements of troubled children and youth. The County also provides 
a Youth and Family Mediation Program available free of charge in the Lebanon, Littleton, 
and Plymouth areas. 


The Board of Commissioners has made great strides in expanding efforts to inform our 
constituents about county government. Tours of county facilities, a mock trial for school children, 
and an open house took place during County Government Week in April, and plans are underway 
for an even broader program for the coming year (April 5-11). We held a special information 
session for local officials in September, have spoken to school and civic groups, and developed 
a slide presentation to show people what the county does. 


In closing, we wish to express our sincere appreciation to local officials and agencies and 
the citizens for continued interest and cooperation in our efforts to serve you. The public is 
invited to attend our regular meetings at 9:15 a.m. on Thursdays at the County Administration 
Building in North Haverhill. The Commissioners also welcome the opportunity to speak or 
show our slides to students and civic groups. Please call our office at 787-6941 for further 
information or to request a speaker.
